FUNDS STILL INADEQUATE 

O X Januan’ nth I’rcsidcnt 
Stockton submitted !iis report 
to the lioarrl of Trustees. 
'I'lie report contains a summary re- 
view of the liisitory of the l-hiiver- 
sity since last July, when Admiral 
Stockton was made .\cting I’resi- 
dent. M nch pi the report consists of 
matters that are already pretty gen- 
erally known, though, of course, 
they are given with some details 
with which the student . bf>dv is 
coiniiaratively unfamiliar. The 
first part is a narrative of the 
financial affairs' of the University 
since the clo.se of the last academic 
year. The secoiul part consists of 
extracts from the reports of the 
.several Deans, together with recom- 
mendations based u|x>n those re- 
|)orts, and also u]>on a personal in- 
spection of the various dc[)artments 
of the University. 

BUDGET IS MATERIALLY REDUCED. 

'I'lie curtailment of expenses by 
the discharge of the mortgage on the 
University buildings, as well as by a 
reduction of the teaching staff, ac- 
coinjianied by a reduction of sala- 
ries. the report states, will net a 
saving of some fifty-three thousand 
tlollars. 'l'(i (|uote from the report : 

The total savinj; i-^timateil liy the 
limlnet of' lhi> year oxer that of hot 
. ear is. c.xceptii'n the Departments men- 
tioned (the reference is to the Depart- 
ments of I.axx. Medicine, Dentistry. 
I'harmacy and Veterinary Medicine] 
ahoxe $43.i5g.8o. This saxiiiH is mainly 
due to the eliminiition of interest 
charKes, 

The total amount saved in the salary 
list of thi.s year for the Departments of 
Medicine and Dentistry, including the 
University Hospital, is $3.583-75 : for the 
Department of Law, $6,343.47. 

EDUCATIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 

On the educational side the Presi- 
dent recommends that the number 
of instructors be gradually in- 
creased, especially in order to light- 
en the work of the profes.sors so 
that they may be able to devote 
more time to research and intblica- 
tion, aiut the direction of research 
students, that more room be jiro- 
vided for the chemical laboratory, 
and that an adequate mechanical 
laboratory be secured or else “all 
pretence to give courses in Mechan- 
ical Engineering” be discontinued. 
The President pays a glowing tri- 
bute to the Law School, declaring 
it to be “on the whole, the largest

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Former Captain of Varsity Eleven An Assistant Editor of the News 
Dies of Dread Disease at To be Appointed By General 

Home in Louisiana. Competition. 
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THE year 1910 had a sad ending 
for those of the students and 
friends of the L'niversity who are 
interested in athletics, especially 
j fuiitball. The last day but ‘one of 
! the old year ushered out the life of 
( one of Oeorge Washington’s best 
j athletes and men, Larkin Roy .\ 1 - 
! ston, captain of the football teahi 
: in I <W, star jilayer and athlete. On 
December K>io, about noon, he 
I ])assed away at his home in Lake 
I Charles, Louisiana, after a three 
weeks' illness of typhoid feve.r. 

■Mr. .Mston's last illness, while 
quite generally known among his 
friends, was not deemed serious. 
In but. when he left W .ishington 
early in December, he seemed to be 
in the best of health, although he 
had been deeply affected by the re- 
cent death of his brother, which oc- 
curred in .X'ovember. The news of 
Mr. .Mston’s death came as a dis- 
tinct shock to his numerous and de- 
voted friends. 

Larkin Roy .Mstoti was twenty- 
live years old when he died. He 
was the son of L. L. .\lston. a con- 
tracUir of Lake Charles, Louisiana. 
1 fe came to Washington in June. 
K)07, having been transferred from 
the postal service in Louisiana to 
the Dead Letter Office. He had 
gone to his home on a visit on leave 
of absence. December i. when he 
was taken by liis last illness. 

PROMINENT IN ATHLETICS. 

lie entered the George Washing- 
ton University in i<p8, and imme- 
diately became (irominent in school 
athletics. He made the ’\ arsity 
football eleven that .same fall, and 
was regarded as one of the strong- 
est linemen in the South. The fol- 
lowing year, in Kjog, he was elected 
captain of the ’\arsity football 
team, and under his leadership the 
team made an enviable showing. 
This year his services as coach were 
sought by .Maryland .Agricultural 
College, and he gave the College 
Park school the strongest eleven it 
has had in years. It had been re- 
cently decided by tbe trustees of the 
college to offer Mr. .Alston a per- 
manent position as athletic director 
on his return to Washington from 
his visit home.

This scheme has 
been tested in the physics laboratory 
and has been found practicable and 
satisfactory.

The recent report current in 
the daily papers to the effect tnat 
the University authorities have de- 
cideei to abandon athletics entirely, 
if it be true at all, certainly does not 
hold good as far as this year’s meet 
is concerned. There will be a meet 
this year, a big one, in fact, to put 
it modestly, the biggest one ever.

this will probably be the last meet, 
and perhaps the death knell of ath- 
letics generally.

ity for rectitude in examinations 
and written recitations upon the 
student body.” In other words the 
practical effect of the system is a 
delegation by the Faculty to the 
student body of a duty, which, by 
tradition at least, has always de- 
volved upon a faculty, as a matter 
of course. It is, in the words of its 
advocates, a democratic scheme of 
self-government by the governed. 
Under it each student by entering 
the examination room pledges him- 
self not to give or receive unauthor- 
ized aid of any kind. 

But there is a further duty which 
under this system rests upon the 
individual student, namely, the duty 
to report to the student committee — 
the court which tries all cases in- 
volving a breach of the rules of the 
system — the name of any student 
who, to his personal observation, 
has been guilty of cheating during 
an e.xamination. This is, in fact, the 
very es.sence of the system. It is so 
important as to justify the quota- 
tion here of the exact words of the 
constitution; 

Wherever this system is in force, it 
shall l)e the duty of every stmUiit to 
report to the Chairman of his Com- 
mittee, for investigation, any case in 
which he thinks that tljc principles of 
the Honor System have been vioiated. 

It will be observed that absolute 
knowlerlge that the principles of the 
system have been infringed is not 
necessary. .\ belief, though not a 
mere belief hut reasonable one, is 
.sufficient. This provision does not 
mean that each student constitutes 
himself a sort of private detective. 
The student whd should interpret 
the provision in that manner would 
find that all his time would be con- , 
sumed in ob.serving what his fellow 
students were doing, and would 
have no time to write his own ex- 
amination. In other words, the 
student is not expected to search 
for trouble. He is merely to report 
.such inftactions of the rules of the 
system, as come under his personal 
oh.servation while he is writing his 
own examination. 

Such infractions . are to be re- 
ported to the Student Committee. 
,\ word as to the manner in which 
I that committee is constituted. In 
! the Department of Law there is a 
committee for each class, composed 
of “the Preisdent and Secretary of 
the class, together with four other 
members elected by the class.” In 
‘ the College there is only one com- 
mittee for all classes, composed of 
i “one student from each of the four 
j clas.ses in the full-day course, one 
student from the two upper classes 
in the afternoon course, and one 
student from the lower classes in 
the afternoon course.” 

In conclusion, we wish to advert 
once more to the necessity for a 
strict compliance with the require- 
ment that each student report any 
violation of the rules of the system. 
We do not anticipate that there will 
be any violation of those rules. The 
character of the student body is 
such as to make a breach of honor 
almost impossible. But the condi- 
tion upon which the Faculty have 
delegated to the student body the 
right of self-government is that each 
student assume this duty. For this 
reason alone we have felt It neces- 
sary to emphasize. its importance. 
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ness, its freedom from bitterness 
and dogmatism on the one hand, 
and its very warm and vital faith 
on the other. He says, in the first 
chapter of “New Worlds for Old” 
that

verity regard its spirit, its intimate sub- 
stance, as most hopeful thing in 
human affairs at the present time, but 
he does also find it shares with all mun- 
dane concerns the qualities of inade- 
quacy and error.” • 

The book from which this is 
(|uoted, “New Worlds for Old,” 
seems more likely to appeal to th* 
average .American reader than any 
(tther book about Socialism yet 
published. Most of us are stag- 
gered by Karl Marx, and either 
lx)re:l, nonplussed, or nauseated by 
those who profess them.selves his 
pupils. But this little book by 
Wells is so logical, so luminous, so 
persuasive that it is quite irresistible 
to the reader who comes to it with 
an open mind. 

In “‘New Worlds for Old” and 
“Mankind in the Making” the 
author deals for the most part with 
the desirability and the possibility 
of a change in the condition of 
society. In “A Mtxlern Utopia” he 
tries to show what the world 
might be like if such a change 
.should have taken place. The book 
is full of the most suggestive specu- 
lations. Perhaps the finest of them 
is that of a “voluntary nobility” of 
men and women who form the 
governing class in this improved 
world and who are fit to govern 
Others because they have learned, 
through a course of strenuous self- 
discipline, how to govern them- 
selves. “A Modern Utopia” is also 
a very good story, taken merely as 
a story : perhaps better than some 
of Wells’’ novels and romances, 
l)ro|)erly so called. 

Wells writes novels aiul romances 
and stories because they are what 
the public demands and publishers 
])ay for, and because he believes 
that peojjle ordinarily take new 
ideas belter when they are pre- 
sented by illustration, in dramatic 
fashion, than when offered straight. 

I But be has not the true creative 
power. His mind is analytical 
j rather than constructive. His 
Ci»ilintied on si.v. 


P ARLY in the nineties several 
^ Socialists were tried and exe- 
cuted in Chicago for the crime of 
murder. They had thrown an ex- 
plosive bomb into a crowd, killing . 
and wounding a number of people. 
.Afterwards, in his cell, one of them 
blew the top of his head off with 
a bomb, which he had managed in 
some way to smuggle into prison 
with him. The papers were full of 
these horrors. The word “Social- 
ist,” in black type was a symbol of 
dread and called up images of 
everything desperate, disreputable, 
and violent. 

.\ great change has taken (ilace 
in jHipular opinions about Social- 
ism since that time. 

Or is it a change in Socialism 
itself? Perhajis it is both. We no 
longer .shujhler at the sound of the 
word. We do not confound So- 
cialists with .Xnarchists— those who 
want more government with those 
who want none at all— and we are 
ready to hear argument for the 
changes which Socialism proposes 
to introduce. 'I'he Socialists on 
their part have outgrown their fond- 
ness for fulminate of mercury and 
gun cotton. They no longer expect 
to change things hy violence. At 
least few of them expect to. Sev- 
eral years ago, the story runs. 
Jack Ixindon, one of the few re- 
maining Socialistic apostles of 
force, signed his name in some 
one’s autograph album, with his 
usual flourish: “Amours for the 

revolution. Jack London.” Wells, 
then a visitor in America, when 
asked for his autograph, wrote on 
the following page: “There ain’t 

going to be m: revolution. H. G. 
Wells.” 

There are still a good many va- 
rieties of Socialistic belief, and the 
attractiveness of the Wells’ variety 
lies in its breadth and reasonable- 
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The old bon mot, “nothing sucr 
ceeds like success,” may be well 
enough, but it certainly fails to 
give any clue to the manner in 
which the initial success, which it 
presupposes, may be attained. In 
tact, we are not sure that any one 
has ever been able to give a satis- 
factory prescription by which the 
first success can be achieved, un- 
less, indeed, it be contained in that 
familiar bit of verse about “the 
heights by great men,” etc., and 
“toiling upward in the night.” 

The part about 'toiling upward 
in the night” has a peculiarly true 
ring just now — with only a few 
days remaining before the mid- 
year examinations. Alas! that the 
autocratic authorities on logic will 
not allow that since the heights by 
great men were attained by “toil- 
ing upward in the night,” therefore 
as a necessary consec|uence those 
who toil until the “wee” morning 
hours will reach those heights. But 
don’t let the cold rules of arctic 
logic induce you to blow out the 
“midnight oil” at 9 ]i. m. You may 
not reach the heights by studying 
later, but you will probably pass 
your examinations. 


THE HONOR SYSTEM. 

The approach of the annual 
mid-year examinations "justifies a 
few remarks about the Honor Sys- 
tem, in force in some of the De- 
partments of the University, includ- 
ing a statement of its fundamental 
purpose, and the means which are 
provided for the accomplishment of 
that purpose, in order that those 
students, who have entered the Uni- 
versity this ^ear for the first time, 
may be accurately informed as to 
the practical working of the system, 
and more particularly as to the obli- 
gations which they, as Students, 
must assume. 

The constitution formulated by 
the President’s Council last year 
defines the Honor System to be a 
system for “placing the responsibil-

He is a member of a num- 
ber of the leading scient^ic societies, 
both of this city and el.sewhere. The 
following are a few of his many 
scientific works : Synoiisis of Fresh

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.'larcns . |,yon, M. S., 'oo; 

•* ziKilogist in the 
. S. National .Museum. He was

He is a member of the leading bio- 
logical societies, both local and na- 
tional. He has written extensively 
on ichthyology, bacteriology, dis- 
eases of fishes, and salmon fisheries. 


George .\. Coffey, M. S.. '07, is a 
geologist in the llureaii of Soils. 1 le 
has made an exhaustive study of 
the classification and correlation of 
the .soils of the Ignited States, and 
has constructed .soil maps and writ- 
ten reports iijion numerous areas in 
several of the States.
